Thanksgiving Day as 
a day 
set 
aside for returning thanks 
to 
the 
creator for the bountiful 
blessings 
that he has bestowed upon his people 
in this country, dates back in its ob­ 
servance to the Puritan or Pilgrim 
days. 
The first observance of such a 
day as no*od in New England histor­ 
ies seems to have occurred 
in 1621. 
The Pilgrim s had'been in 
the 
new 
country for alm sot a year. 
The orig­ 
inal 100 had dwindled from one cause 
or another, to fifty-five 
souls, 
but 
they were thankful. 
There was 
no 
specified date for such a Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day, but it was usually ordered 
by someone in authority. 
It seems that it was not until 1633 
that the New Englanders made any 
attem pt to make an annual day 
of 
thanksgiving. 
T hat year the harvest 
had been so abundant th at in order 
from the General Court of the colony 
in M assachusetts Bay named October 
16 as a day of Thanksgiving. 
The Pilgrims began to 
enjoy 
so 
m any good harvest th at they finally 
became careless in the observance of 
the clay of thanks, and 
for 
sixteen 
years seem to have forgotten it en­ 
tirely. 
In 1680, however, it was re­ 
commended that it be an annual feast 
and it probably has not been forgot­ 
ten a single year in 
New 
England 
since that year. 
At th at time there was no thanks­ 
giving in any 
other 
part 
of 
the 
sparcely settled country; but, during 
the Revolution, Congress annually ap­ 
pointed a day of thanksgiving 
and 
this continued until after the war. 
W ashington was the first president 
to appoint a Thanksgiving Day, but 
on this occasion the thanksgiving was 
ordered by Congress for the adoption 
of the Constitution, consequently 
it 
was more of a political than a harv­ 
est festival. 
The day named by tfax 
President was Thursday, November 
26, and this, perhaps, suggested the 
last Thursday 
in 
November 
each 
year for the annual national Thanks­ 
giving Day. 
Thanksgiving Day, as a 
national 
institution, with an annual observ­ 
ance, owes its introduction and es­ 
tablishm ent to the editress of a Phil­ 
adelphia magazine, Mrs. Sarah 
Jo ­ 
seph Hale. 
Ju st when she began her 
agitation for the national observance 
can scarcely be ascertained, but it is 
said she began to urge it through the 
editorial columns of Godey’s “ Lady’s 
Book" soon afte r she became its edi­ 
tor in 1837. 
Mrs. Hale was originally a Boston 
woman, and it was through her ef­ 
forts th at the fund necessary for the 
completion of the Bunker Hill monu­ 
m ent was raised, largely 
through a 
fair which she organized and 
sug­ 
gested to the women of New England. 
Aside from w riting and advocating a 
yearly Thanksgiving Day in her m ag­ 
azine, she also corresponded with the 
Governors of the various states. For 
tw enty years, 
she 
carried on this 
cam paign and by degrees she saw her 
agitation bearing fruit. 
First 
one 
Governor after another 
proclaimed 
the day of Thanksgiving, and by 1858 
practically every State and Territory 
in the Union had Thanksgiving Day 
on the last T hursday in November. 
Yet, there were States in which the 
day was unobserved. 
In Delaware 
and M aryland, fo r instance, the Gov­ 
ernors had not been brought in line 
by the energetic editors. 
Then came 
the period of the Civil W ar, and the 
country was engrossed in other top­ 
ics, and she made little headway for 
& tim e. 
In 1863, however, 
success 
crowned her long and untiring ef­ 
forts, for President Lincoln proclaim ­ 
ed the last Thursday in November as 
a day of Thanksgiving. 
This day 
was November 26, and the newspa­ 
pers on the following day contained 
accounts of the first national Thanks­ 
giving. 


WHAT THE 
FARMERS WANT 


Now we know where the farm ers 
stand and w hat 
they 
are thinking 
with regard to farm relief. 
The three irevpdrtant declarations 
of the confernece of farm er sand cot­ 
ton grow ers in this city include (1) a 
warning to the leading political p ar­ 
ties th a t they must keep their pledg­ 
es better and take action for the re ­ 
lief of agriculture, or 
the 
farm ers 
will seek other political 
means 
of 
obtaining the legislation 
they 
de­ 
mand; (2) a demand for the removal 
or modification of unfair and excess­ 
ive tariff duties th at now afford shel­ 
ter to price-fixing monopolies, nota­ 
bly such basic m aterials as aluminum, 
steel and chemicals; (3) a program 
of legislation for government aid 
in 
handling surplus production and 
to­ 
wards 
accomplishing 
co-operative 
m arketing. 
The threat of independent political 
action is not an idle utterance. 
Al­ 
though the revolt of the farm ers of 
the W est and Northwest 
has 
been 
sporadic, 
it nevertheless 
has 
been 
sufficiently effective in the defeat of 
antagonistic candidates and the elec­ 
tion of revolutionary candidates 
to 
make the warning substantial. 
In the demand for reduction of ex­ 
cessive tariff duties only 
aluminum, 
steel and chemicals are 
mentioned, 
but it is broad enough to cover 
all 
excessive tariffs that affect the prices 
of 
commodities which the 
farm ers 
must buy. The demand strikes a t the 
leaders of both parties, because 
it 
c< mes 
from 
the Democratic consti­ 
tuencies of the South and the Repub­ 
lican constituencies of the West and 
Northwest. 
The demand for tariff reduction is 
the most hopeful sign of the agricul­ 
tural revolt. It indicates the aw ak­ 
ening of the agriculturists to a real­ 
ization of the real economic problems 
that confront them, and of the effect 
upon their interests of the protection­ 
ist policy of favoring a few special 
m anufacturing interests at the 
ex­ 
pense of the whole country. 
It 
in­ 
sures the making of tariff reduction 
one of the big issues of the next pres­ 
idential campaign. 
The demand for legislation design­ 
ed to control the surplus of grain and 
cotton so th a t it will not depress the 
m arket involves an experim ent 
so 
far as the United States is concern­ 
ed. 
The argum ent in its favor th at 
the farm ers are asking no more than 
other interests have received 
from 
the Government is well grounded. By 
protective tariff duties the 
Govern­ 
ment has long created 
a 
favorable 
m arket for many m anufactured pro­ 
ducts. 
Perhaps the reversal of that 
policy would 
bring 
relief 
to 
the 
farm er by increasing the value 
and 
purchasing power of his dollar. But 
the farm ers are not willing to go th at 
far or to wait long for relief. 
They 
want 
immediate 
relief, 
and they 
want, in addition, Government aid in 
establishing some efficient mode of 
co-operative m arketing. 
The cost of 
handling the surplus production is to 
be assessed upon the producers, not 
upon the Government 
There can be no question th at 
the 
surplus production should be controll­ 
ed so as to prevent 
depressing 
the 
m arket price below the cost of pro 
duction, and that a system of 
co 
operative m arketing would be of very 
great benefit to agricultural produc­ 
ers. 
Precisely how this should be ef­ 
fected has yet to be tried out, and the 
public will have to 
aw ait 
specific 
bills to judge of their soundness and 
efficacy 
The investigation which the farm ­ 
ers ask into every phase of the farm 
problem is a good step towards 
sound conclusion.

One of the strongest boosters 
of 
the Rio Grande Valley is T. A. Johns­ 
ton of San Benito, Texas, 
He went 
there from Dardanelle, Arkansas, on 
March 23, 1923, and bought nearly 
100 acres of land at $275 an 
acre, 
which he considered somewhat high 
in price, and some of his A rkansas 
friends were mean enough to tell him 
th a t he had been stung, but subse­ 
quent events showed that his judg­ 
m ent was good. 
This year he planted 36 acres 
in 
Bliss Trium ph Irish potatoes on Ja n ­ 
uary 20, and he began digging and 
harvesting his crop on April 12, 1926. 
He m arketed his potatoes 
at seven 
cents a pound, or $4.20 a bushel. His 
crop of 6300 bushels 
brought 
him 
$26,460, and he estim ates the cost of 
production a t $4850, 
and deducting 
this we find that Mr. Johnston made 
a clear profit of $21,610, or $600 an 
acre, or much more than twice 
the 
original cost of the land. 
His farm 
is southeast of San Benito on the Los 
Fresnos tract. 
Mr. Johnston attributes 
his suc­ 
cess to the use of N orthern certified 
seed, early 
planting 
and 
careful 
handling and cultivation. 
He plans 
to double his acreage next year and 
hopes to make $30,000 on his potato 
crop if the m arket is favorable. 
Mr. Johnston is a member of 
the 
Cameron County Potato Growers’ As­ 
sociation, and m arkets his potatoes 
through the organization. 
Most of 
the potato growers in the county be­ 
long to this association. Fred Rosen- 
cu tter of San Benito is president of 
the Association and 
Paul 
Dye 
of 
Brownsville 
is 
secretary-treasurer. 
An advisory board of this organiza­ 
tion meets alm ost every day during 
the harvest season and fixes the sell­ 
ing price of potatoes from time 
to 
tim e as may be necessary. 
However, Mr. Johnston is not an 
exclusive potato farm er, but plants a 
num ber of other crop«. 
This year he 
had twelve acres of tom atoes 
th at 
averaged from 300 to 350 bushels an 
acre. 
Ten acres of spinach produced 
from 400 to 500 bushels 
an 
acre, 
which he sold at 75 cents to $1.25 a 
basket. 
Eleven and one-half acres of 
onions averaged 391 crates per acre. 
These he sold at $1.10 per crate. The 
rem ainder of the farm was planted 
in broomcorn and feed crops. 
Mr. Johnston also has thirty hives 
of bees, which bring in an additional 
income that 
is 
w orth 
mentioning. 
This year the bees produced 300 lbs. 
of honey that sold a t twelve to four­ 
teen cents a pound. 
From all sourc­ 
es, Johnston made about $30,000 this 
year on his farm ing operations, 
or 
an average of $3300 per acre, and he 
thinks that farm ers in

cellars will be kept freezing.

off. 
Passersby saw ice form ing

Officer Sexton reported having ar­ 
rested a unmarried man and woman 
in the Fawn Hotel several weeks be­ 
fore and stated that the place was 
hardly run in the proper manner.

This fact is not one to marvel at, 
or to fight against as a new plague. 
It is sim ply a repetition of an event 
that has attended the

every nation of importance of which 
history has record. 
The reason we see fit to call

tention to it is not to encourage or 
agitate any 
action 
against 
what 
seem s to be inevitable but for 
the 
sole reason that we hope some may 
be enabled to be the better prepared 
to meet the problem when

fronts them as individuals. 
A great many people of this high­ 
ly favored agricultural

are m aking great sacrifices,

accurate statistics can he arranged 
to prove either side of a proposition 
of the kind with which we are deal­ 
ing. 
.The exercise of your own intelli­ 
gence, aided by the careful study of 
the underlying causes and bolstered 
up by the experiences (the successes 
and failures) of other 
nations 
as 
handed down to us. is enough ground 
work or base on which to stand 
to 
allow you to form an opinion as to 
what the future holds for you 
and 
your neighbor, and it surely will do 
your brain no harm to exercise it a 
little if only for the sake of the exer­ 
cise. 
Now here is 
a 
starter— you 
can elaborate on it, add to it, take 
from it, juggle it as you see fit. 


As this country turns 
more 
and 


more 
to industry— and 
more 
and 


more from agriculture, a greater and 


greater part of the people are inter­ 
ested in buying food 
and 
raiment 
cheaply than in producing food and 
raiment at a reasonable or high pro­ 
fit. 
For this reason, if for no other 
they turn a deaf ear to any proposal 
that will elevate the cost of such ne­ 
cessities.

W HAT TH E 
FARM ERS W ANT 


Now we know where the farm ers 
stand and what 
they 
are thinking 
with regard to farm relief. 
The three important 
declarations 
of the confernece of farmer sand cot­ 
ton grow ers in this city include (1) a 
warning to the leading political par­ 
ties that they must keep their pledg­ 
es better and take action for the re­ 
lief of agriculture, or 
the 
farm ers 
will seek other political 
means 
of 
obtaining the legislation 
they 
de­ 
mand; (2) a demand for the removal 
or modification of unfair and excess­ 
ive tariff duties that now afford shel­ 
ter to price-fixing monopolies, nota­ 
bly such basic m aterials as aluminum, 
steel and chem icals; (3) a program 
of legislation for government aid 
in 
handling surplus production and 
to­ 
wards 
accom plishing 
co-operative 
m arketing. 
The threat of independent political 
action is not an idle utterance. 
A l­ 
though the revolt of the farm ers of 
the W est and Northwest 
has 
been 
sporadic, 
it nevertheless 
has 
been 
sufficiently effective in the defeat of 
antagonistic candidates and the elec­ 
tion of revolutionary candidates 
to 
make the warning substantial. 
In the demand for reduction of ex 
cessive tariff duties only 
aluminum, 
steel and chemicals are 
mentioned, 
but it is broad enough to cover 
all 
excessive tariffs that affect the prices 
of 
com m odities which the 
farm ers 
must buy. 
The demand strikes at the 
leaders of both parties, because 
it 
c< mes 
from 
the 
Democratic consti­ 
tuencies of the South and the Repub­ 
lican constituencie> of the West and 
N orthwest. 
The demand for tariff reduction is 
the most hopeful sign of the agricul­ 
tural revolt. It indicates the aw ak­ 
ening of the agriculturists to a real­ 
ization of the real economic problems 
that confront them, and of the effect 
upon their interests of the protection­ 
ist policy of favoring a few special 
m anufacturing interests at the 
ex ­ 
pense of the whole country. 
It 
in­ 
sures the making of tariff reduction 
one of the big issues of the next pres­ 
idential cam paign. 
The demand for legislation design­ 
ed to control the surplus of grain and 
cotton so that it will not depress the 
market involves an experim ent 
so 
far as the United States is concern 
cd. 
The argument in its favor that 
the farm ers are asking no more than 
other interests have received 
from 
the Government is well grounded. By 
protective tariff duties the 
Govern­ 
ment has long created 
a 
favorable 
market for many manufactured pro­ 
ducts. 
Perhaps the reversal of that 
policy would 
bring 
relief 
to 
the 
farm er by increasing the value 
and 
purchasing power of his dollar. But 
the farm ers are not w illing to go that 
far or to wait long for relief. 
They 
want 
immediate 
relief, 
and they 
want, in addition, Government aid in 
establishing some efficient mode of 
co-operative m arketing. 
The cost of 
handling the surplus production is to 
be assessed upon the producers, not 
upon the Government. 
There can be no question that 
the 
surplus production shoqld be controll 
ed so as to prevent 
depressing 
the 
market price below the cost of pro 
duction, and that a system of 
co­ 
operative m arketing would be of very 
great benefit to agricultural produc 
ers. 
Precisely how this should be ef 
fected has yet to be tried out, and the 
public will have to 
aw ait 
specific 
bills to judge of their soundness and 
efficacy. 
The investigation which the farm 
ers ask into every phase of the farm 
problem is a good step towards 
sound conclusion. 
The farm 
conference 
was 
fully 
justified in appealing for the support 
of organized commerce, finance, 
in 
dustry and labor in securing a 
fair 
national policy for agriculture. 
The 
w elfare of all the interests 
in 
this 
country depends upon the w elfare of 
agriculture. 
There ought not to be 
any dividing line between them. The 
leaders of the different branches of 
business have been as derelict in con 
sidering the interests of agriculture 
as the legislators. 
It is 
tim e 
for 
both to move. 
There can be no per 
manent prosperity in this country if 
agriculture does not prosper.— Post 
Dispatch.
